THE SEALERIES DISPUTE.

Very Peculiar Manner in Which the
News Was Made Public,

CONFIRMED BY THE OFFICIALS,

But They Won't Give the Terms_or-ihe
Arbitrators' Names.

ALL GIVEN AWAY BY SOLICITOR TAFT

WASHINGTON, Novs10,—The public was
taken into the confidence of the diplomatic
braoch of the Government, this afternoon, |
in the eontinuation of the hearing begun |
vesterday before the United States Supreme
Conrt, in the case of the Canadian sealer,
W. P. Sayward, seized for illegal sealing in
Bering Sea, and the first aunouncement
made that (he prolonged diplomatic cor-
respondenee between Secretary Blaine and
Lord Salisbury had resnlted in an agree-
went by which, with the consent of the
Senate, the long pending dispute over the
seal fisheries in Tering Seawill be definitely
sottled.

Solieitor General Tafl, who was address-
ing the eourt, made tle first intimation that
the correspondence between the two coun-
tries had resched the point of an agreement
upon arbitration. He stopped at this
point, and when Justice Gray desired some
more explivit sistement as to whether an
srreement upon arbitration bad been sctu-
ally resched, the Solicitor General lesi-
tated to yeply, sud intimate that perhaps
he had revenled more thun be (not being a
Cubinet offiver, and being authorized to
speak only on legal questions) should have
done. Thercupon, Attorney General Mil-
ler interpoted and not onlv substantinted
all that the Salicitor General had said, but
went furthes, and announced that the Gov-
ernment had effected an agreement,

Important News First Announced.

This was practically the first announce.
went made as 1o the progress of the Bering
Ser negotintions sinee the correspond-
ence wes made public showing a differcuce
of opinion between the two Governments
a5 to the poinis of arbitration. It was sur.
prising that the news should first come out
n an argument in court, aud the Attorney
General was asked, after adjournment, if
be could throw some light on the subject.

“Bt is true that an agreement upon arbi-
tration has been reached,” be said — “Yes,"
he added, “the matter has been settled be-
tween the two governments; that is, sub.
jeet to ratification by the State.”’

“Whast are the points of arbitration®"

‘1 eannot say any more than I said in
court, Why don't you go to the State De-
partment? Yes, you can state as a fact
that an agreement has been coneluded.”

Solicitor General Taft was next seen, but
vould only confirm what the Attorney
General had said.

“In the last correspondence, you know,™
e said, “there was ssmply 8 difference be-
tween the two governments as to the
points of arbitration. Well, the corre-
spondence. since then has resulted in »
treaty, which now only needs to be ratified
by the Senate.”

A New Way to Learn Sach News.

Secretary Blaine pesitively declined to
make any statewment touching the matter.

Tt
is also presumed that arbitrators have bheen
selected, but nooe of the officinls seen wonld
disonss the details of the agreethent, doubg-
les=s for the reason that it has to be submitted
to the Senate for ratificatian, sod therefore
comes under the exeeutive session rules of
the Senate whick require secrecy to be ob-
served,

MONEY MADE BY THE MINT.

ENCOURAGING ANNUAL REPORT
FBOM THE DIRECTOR.

The Earnings Nearly Seven Times as Much
as the Expenses—Great Growth of the
Work of the Estavlishment During the
Past Yoar.

WaASHINGTON, Nov. 10. — Edwsrd 0O,
Leech, Director of the Mint, has submitted
to the Secretary of the Treasury a report of
the operations of mints and sssay offices for
the last fiscal year. The value of gold de-
posited at the mints and assay offices during
the vear was $59,625,678, agninst $49,298 §23,
The deposits and parchases of silver aggre-
gated 71,849,665.92 standard ounces, of the
eoining value of $53,630,154, against 845 -
33,135 in the preceding year, an increase of
$£40,065,019,

The coinaze executed at the mints was
the largest in the history of the wint in
this country, aggregating 118,547,877 pieces.
The seignorage was $6,313,767. The total
coinage of silver dollars under the act of
1578, from March 1, 1878, to the close of
such coinage, has been $§378,166,793, The
ooinage of gilver dollars under the sot of
July 314, 18%, 10 November 1, 1891, has been
$31 308,375, a total coi of silver dollars
since 1578 of $409, 475,368, The net seignor-
age on the coinage of silver during 13
vears ended June 30, 1801, has aggregated
91,952,390 25,

The total amount of silver purchased dur-
ing the fiscal year under the acts was 56,
1% 325,08 standard ounees, costing $83,626,-
925, an average of §1 43{ per fine ounce.

The recoinage into silver dollars of the |
trade dollar bullion stored at the mints at
Philadelphia and New Orleans was com-
wenced in June of the present year and the
totul number of silver dollars coined from
trade dollar bullion to November 1, 1891,
hng been $3,250,100, Tt if ed that this
coinage will be complet b{ i
Congress meets.

JGALVESTON 18 HAPPY.

The City Has Never Been Able to Strike
Fresh Water Until Now,

GALvVESTON, TEX., Nov, 10.—The matter
of procuring a good and sufficient supply of
fresh water for this city has agitated the
people here for years. Not long ago the
city entered into & contract for the sinking
of an artesian well to the depth of 3,000 feet,
agreeing to pay therefor §75,000. The well
has reached the required depthand
siill thére are no indications of fresh water.
The present water supply is furnished by
rain, every house and manufacturing estab-
lishment having large cisterns. The rail-
roads run long water trains into'the city for
their own use. The uncertainty of the rain
supply and the often threstened water
famines, especially during the snmmer
months, have made the solution of the
water problem, one of the greatest interest.

The South Galveston Land Company re-
cently began well boring experiments about
ten miles from the city, and to-day the first
well sunk proved successful, & stream of
the purest water gushing from it, which
flows at the rate of 50,000 gallons per day.
The well is 800 feet deep and three inches
in dismeter. Examiostion of the underly-
ing strata shows that the geological forma-
tion penetrated by the well is identical
with thut at Houston and other places on
on the mainland, where the supply of watar
is obtained by wells, Other w will be
sunk at once. One peculiar feature of the
present well is that it is bored at the Lank
of asalt water luke, i
